THE MEXICAN 
SITUATION. 


American intervention in Mexico is a military fact. 


Troops of the United States have been across the 
border and have interfered in the operations of the 
federal and insurgent armies. At Agua Pricto, op- 
posite Douglas, Arizona, the revolutionists attacked 
the federal position. The fire of the federals, directed 
either by carelessness or malice, if not by deliberate 
intent to provoke interference, reached across the 
border and Americans fell victims to it. 
Warning 


to be careful were unheeded and finally the American 
cavalry galloped into Mexico, compelled the surren- 
der of the defeated federals and made intervention 
a fact. 


The sequel will doubtless be a matter of diplo- 


matic representations and treatment. Reparation ior 
the dead and injured victims of Mexican bullets will 
bft demanded, but whether there will arise out of the 
'Agua Prieto incident sufficient occasion for a general 
intervention with force by this government in the 
domestic broil that is distracting Mexico remains to 
be seen. 


Peace -plans are yet under way and it is not im- 


probable that before long some means of ending the 
war will be found. That the revolutionary cause is 
daily gaining ground and its forces in the field im- 
proving their strength is patent. That the govern- 
ment is in straits, fears the people and distrusts the 
•army is evident from the military inefficiency dis- 
played in .dealing'with the insurrection. There may 
be no further occasion for the employment'of Amer- 
ican soldiers on the Mexican side of the border, but 
all along there has seemed to be a greater purpose than 
there is excuse for the mobilization of an army of 
twenty thousand men on our Mexican frontier. 


GETTING TO THE BOTTOM. 


The Federal marshalship of Indiana has proved too 


much for Mr. Taft and he lias given up the task for 
the present and will let the job go as it is. That will 
be easy for him and eminently satisfactory to the 
great majority of the people of the state.

"The moment you limit the use of 
rlcohol." says Dr. Cabot, "you increase the use of drugs. 
Nothing is more sum. than that men, accustomed to the use 
of alcohol, will come to use morphine if alcohol is with- 


Tliere is similar testimony to (he growth of the cocaine 


habit in the south under prohibition, • and the conditions 
mav well engage the attention of advocates of compulsory 
abstinence, "if legislative prohibition is exerting the ad- 
verse influence of driving men to narcotic, drugs as sub- 
stitutes for whisky and beer it is defeating its object. 


A half century has brought about a great improvement 


in drinking habits. 
As compared with the conditions a 


century ago, we are today a very temperate people. The 
reform has been secured, not so much by legislation as by 
a more general recognition of the. evils of drink as they 
nffcct individual efficiency. 
It has been a. reform mainly 


from within. 
So far as it has been accomplished from 


without, the inspiring cause has been commercial and not 
legislative. 


~I£ the effect of making men abstain from liquor by law 


is to encourage the drug habit, a worse evil will have been 
aused by the attempt to eradicate a lesser.

the cheapest method of illumination, 
but on the contrary they have shown 
that they desired a system that would 
bo creditable to the streets and them- 
selves and that would be worth the 
money.

HAD A LONG CAREER 


West Swanzey, N. H., April 14.— 


Denman Thompson, the aged actor 
died at his home here today. 


Mr. Thompson -had been 111 of heart 


trouble and uraemia since last month. 


Gathered about the bedside when the 


end came were a number of the actor's 
closest relatives, including his two 
daughters, Mrs. W. I. Kilpatrick and 
Mrs. B. A. McFarland.

request "of Mr. Thompson, will be sim- 
ple and open to the public will be held 
from his late homestead here on Sun- 
day afternoon. The officiating clergy- 
man will be Rev. H; Sumner Mitchell, 
of the Unitarian church at Keene 


Career of Veteran Actot;. 


Henry 
Denman 
Thompson, 
who 


made famous "The Old Homestead," 
was born in a log cabin in the hamlet 
of Beechwood, three miles from Ulrara, 
Pa,, on October 15, 1S33. 


At 14 Denman -went to his father's 


old home at "West Swanzey and for 
three years worked with his father, 
Captain Rufus Thompson, as a car- 
penter. 


When 17 he aet out for Boston in 


search of employment and soon after 
joined Tyson's circus as a property boy 
and actor. 
The following winter he 


made his first stage appearance as a 
"supe" under Charlotte Cushman, who 
was playing Lady Macbeth at the 
Howard Athanaeum. Two years later 
in Lowell he had his first speaking 
part, and following this he went about 
the country playing Irish and negro 
sketches, while traveling Thompson 
was taken ill with rheumatism and as 
he- lay In bed in Pittsburg he thought 
out the sketch called "Joshua Whit- 
comb'," which later developed into the 
"Old 
Homestead." 


"Old 
Homestead" First Produced. 


At the Boston theater, in 1886, "The 


Old Homestead" was first produced, 
and it had a continual run since that 
time. 
Until a few years ago, Mr. 


Thompson traveled constantly with the 
company, but as the -weight of years 
bore more heavily upon him, he was 
Obliged to give up all but the principal 
cities to an understudy and finally to 
quit altogether.' During the winter oi: 
1930 he created a short sketch modeled 


from a portion of the original "Joshua 
Whitcomb" which he played in vaude- 
ville for two months. 


This year the old fascination for the 


foot lights returned and early in the 
season h«, atarted 'out with his "Ola 
Homestead" company, playing in New 
York, Phllaflelphia and Washington, 
and planning to close the season with 
the company in Boston, but failing 
health forced him to abandon the idea. 


"The Old Homestead" ranks as one 


of the first three or four greatest 
money makers in the history of the 
American drama. From one end of the
